Here is what it means— 
and it is every simple when we 
come to think of it: 

When God says something, it is 
so. When God makes a law, it 
stands. When God fixes a thing, 
it is fixed. When God says that 
you cannot sin and get away with 
it, you cannot sin and get away 
with it. When God says that in 
due season you shall reap if you 
will not be _  faint-hearted, He 
means you will reap some day.

fixed! You cannot change them: 

For instance, think of this law 
of God: “The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” It is absolutely so 
forever more. You cannot say, 
“T’ll show them,” and get by. You 
just try it. God is not mocked! 

What is God talking about here? 
He says that it is a fact that you 
will reap what you sow: the flesh 
produces corruption; the Spirit 
produces life. 


The Natural Man Is Hope- 

lessly Bad 

First, what is the flesh? The 
word flesh used in the Bible sense 
means man in the raw, man as he 
is, whether it is a president, a 
king, a Ph.D. in a university; or 
a poet, an artist, a business genius. 
The flesh is anybody who is un- 
regenerated. A sinner may think 
he is respectable, but God Almighty 
says that the flesh produces cor- 
ruption. 

Now wait a minute; it did not 
say it could not produce civiliza- 
tion. It did not say it could not 
produce art. It does not say it 
cannot produce literature. It does 
not say it cannot. build empires. 
It does not say it cannot build 
planes that fly through the air. 
It does not say it cannot make 
ships that sail the sea. But it 
says the flesh always produces 
corruption. If you sow to it, that 
is what you will reap (or produce). 

When I was a boy we. used to 
talk about total depravity. That 
is an awfully ugly word—that 
total depravity business. But we 
have the wrong idea about de- 
pravity. You say, “He is not 
totally bad.” Well, you just do not 
know what you are talking about. 
If a man is a sinner, he is totally 
bad. Anybody who is not a Chris- 
tian is totally bad. He is totally 
bad in the sense that he is minus 
God. If God is not there, there is 
no goodness there, and God is not 
there unless he is there in re- 
generating grace. 


I say again: man is totally de- 
praved in the sense that he is 
minus God. All this Unitarianism 
that has got into Trinitarian pul- 
pits and Trinitarian education in 
this country and that goes around 
talking about “the spark of di- 
vinity in man that makes us all 
brothers” — this Unitarianism 
that says that God is the Father 
of all of us — is a lie born in Hell 
and hatched in the Satanic domain. 
It is not so! The flesh is corrupt. 
Any sin any sinner ever 
committed, every sinner’ under 
proper provocation could commit. 


Human Civilization Without 
God Produces Only Cultured 
Rottenness 
I shall never forget years ago 
when I was in Athens. I walked 
among the ruins of the Acropolis. 
I went over to Mar’s Hill and 
stood where Paul stood’ to preach 
in the old days. I read from the 
came 
down the steps of the Parthenon. 
The steps were so perfect that we 
could not tell where the stones 
came __ together. Such __ perfect 
stone masonry I never saw in my 
life before. I stood there and 
thought abut it and marvelled at 
the achievement. I had a sort of 
thrill when I thought of the an- 
cient Greeks and of their civiliza- 
tion. In some ways Gree¢e prob- 
ably reached for a little while— 
or maybe for some ‘period of time 
—the highest type of culture that 
the history of the world has ever 

known. 

I went from there to another 
place where I found the seats on 
which they used to sit and see 
their dramas. I sat down on one 
of those seats and thought of the 
men who had sat there in days 
gone by. Then the guide took me 
over to a museum. And in a lit- 
tle corner he showed me the sta- 
tues of perversity that any decent 
man would blush to behold, per- 
versity associated in the minds of 
those Greeks with their own Gre- 
cian gods. I stood here in the 
midst of the crumbled ruins and 
said, “The flesh produces corrup- 
tion.” It may build a house of 
civilization in which there is art 
and architecture. There may be 
drama and music and speech and 
language in that house; there may 


be books on the shelves; but that 


house of civilization is always fill- |' 


ed with corruption. The flesh 
produces corruption! 

Men tell us they are going to 
fix up the world. They are going 
te get rid of all the ignorance in 
this country. They are going to 
powder the nose of _ civilization, 
comb its hair, press its pants, 
shine its shoes—dress it up and 
put it on parade! But you know, 
you can be nicely dressed and as 
mean as the Devil! : 


I would like to know what our 
schools have done for us morally 
in this country? I will match the 
virtue of the women who lived in 
the old days in mountain cabins, 
against the virtue of these high 
school graduates and college grad- 
uates in this country who hang 
around barrooms, with an elbow 
on the bar, with a cigarette in 
one hand and a cocktail glass in 
the other and an arm around a 
drunkard, The flesn produces 
corruption! 


Say, man cannot produce the 
goods because he does not have 
the goods to produce! Inherently 
he does not have the punch. 

If it were not such a tragedy, it 
would be a joke. From one of 
the university campuses of this 
country there came a sensational 
story the other day—a wonderful 
story. The neighbors near the 
campus saic the conduct of those 
university students was so bad it 
had to be corrected. There were 
headlines on the front pages of 
the papers of this country about 
it, -and one of the girls said there 
had been-too much “heavy neck- 
ing’’—-whatever that means! I 
have an idea as to what she was 
talking about. She said the regu- 
lations to try to break it up on 
the campus would not effect -her 
so muck because her sweetheart 
was out on the Pacific Coast. I 
thought when I read that story 
that she must know a good deal 
about “neavy necking.’ Lovely 
days these are! Wonderful days! 
And wonderful. America!—lovely 
land of our nativity! University 
students whose education is be- 
ing paid for with tax money, mil- 
lions of dollars of it—and neigh- 
bors saying, “It smells so bad on 
the campus we can’t stand it; do 
something about it’! 


There is a scientific laboratory 
in that university. There are art 


and literature and so on. But it 
does not -eem to work. “God ‘s 
not mocked”! “The soul that 


sinneth it shall die’’! 


Human Movements Without 
God Fail and Die 

When man sinned and died spir- 
itually he was left a_ hopeless, 
helpless creature; and he belongs 
to a hopeless, helpless race. He 
can build houses but then he has 
to tear them down because they 
get so nasty he cannot live in 
them. He can build civilization, 
but it smells so bad and is so full 
of the germs of death that he dies 
in the civilization. The flesh can- 
not produce. God said it would 
not produce. If you think you 
can make it produce, remember 
God says, ‘I am not mocked.’ Lis- 
ten, nine tenths of ali the educa- 
tional philosophy of this nation, 
nine tenths of all the social reform 
in this nation, nine tenths of all 
the human uplift in this nation is 
built upon a false program. Me2n 
think they are going to fix the 
world. They think they are going 
to get it so nice people will not 
be afraid of anything the rest of 
their lives. They think they are 
going to get it so wonderful no- 
body will be uneasy about any- 
thing, so wonderful they will al- 
ways have plenty to eat, plenty 
to wear and will never be afraid 
of the future. But they cannot 
fix it! How do I know? “God is 
not mocked’! They are building 
it on a fallen race, on corrupt hu- 
man nature. 

Before that famous Democratic 
Cenvention in New York, I wrote 
William Jennings Bryan. I said: 

“My dear Mr. Bryan: — 

“T have just made a tour of the 
West. I believe that if you would 
flirt a little with the Ku Klux 
Klan you cculd be nominated for 
the presidency. You do not have 
to go too far; just flirt with them 


a little, throw a few kisses at 


In my evangelistic work, I

If 
you have not been born again, 
there is nothing good in you. 

Maybe you do not like that. 
Well, let me tell you what you can 
do about it: call up Heaven, get 
God on the telephone and tell Him 
you do not like it. Do not blame 
me. Just call Him up on the tele- 
phone and say, “I don’t like what 
You said.” 

“Be not deceived.” The Devil 
will try to deceive you. He is 
trying to deceive the whole world, 
He is trying to make the world 
believe it can build a government 
that is decent. Don’t deceive your- 
self about it. “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his 


flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 


ruption; but he that soweth to 
the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting ” 

Young people, don’t feed the 
flesh. Oh, I am not talking about 
eating your food. That is not 
feeding the flesh. I am not talk- 
ing about the normal functions of 
the human body. That is not 
feeding the flesh. I am talking 
about catering to the man in the 
raw, throwing kisses at him, 
patting him on the back, saying, 
“You wonderful thing!” It is not 
so! The flesh has no inherent 
spiritual value.

Peter, said: “We have“ different

You know that it takes the look of 
4oy from your face; it takes the 
peace from your heart; it takes 
the power from your life.”. And 
Dr. Chapman was right, because 
it means, first: 

Out of communion with Christ. 

There is no doubt that the world 
is full of such Chirstians—people 
who once professed and once be- 
lieved, and were once. peaceful 
and prospercus in spiritual things, 
but are not so now. Something 
has gone wreng with them. Things 
have not turned out as they ex- 
pected, and in their disappoint- 
ment they have turned away from 
Christ. 


Peter never expected to see 
Christ go to the cross, but to a 
crown instead. Peter never ex- 
pécted to have such _ suffering 
come, but to share with Christ 
the sceptre. And so when Peter 
saw all of his hopes disappointed, 
he surrendered his faith and walk- 
ed in the distance and in the dark. 
And Peter is not the man of nine- 
teen hundred years ago, but the 
man who sits down in the pew 
today. Is not that exactly where 
you are, my brother? Is not that 
where you are, my sister? You 
supposed that things would be a 
certain way, and when they did 
not so come to pass, you were dis- 


appointed and said, “Well, it is all, 
over now,” and you gave up your 


faith in God and in His Son Jesus 
Christ. 


Some people part with their 
faith as soon as sorrow sweeps 
over them. That is the very time 
when one needs it most; and sor- 
row, instead of ‘separating us 
from the Son of God, should bring 
us into closer touch with Him. A 
dear woman said to me that she 
never understood the sympathy of 
Jesus so well as she did then, for 
she had never passed through 
such sorrows as she had come in- 
to at that time. 


Dr. Chapman said, “I am very 
sure we were never in our lives 
nearer Heaven than when one eve- 
ning, just as we reached our new 
home in Philadelphia, when we 
were in one of the hotels, my wife 
held in her arms our firstborn boy 
end he was dead. I remember 
Low we stood there before his lit- 
tle lifeless form, and we thought 
our hearts were breaking; but, as 
the tears fell down our cheeks, 
they became His telescopes, and 
Heaven was never nearer or God 
nearer than with His hand upon 
us in the weight of affliction.” 

It sometimes seems that disap- 
pointment and sorrow determine 
whether our faith is sincere. If 
it is shoddy, these things destroy 
it altogether and we give up the 
Son of God. If it is sincere, the 
very chastening clarifies the vi- 
sion and we come closer to Him 
than ever before. 

Oh, you who are, out of com- 
munion with Christ, because sad- 
ness and disappointment have 
come into your life, have you for- 
gotten that He has suffered as 
you have never done, and knows 
how to sympathize with you, and 
how to succour you in your trials, 
and that He is what you need 
now to sweeten life and overcome 
this sorrow? To conquer is to 
keep in constant communion with 
Him. ; 

Then Peter was out of com- 
munion with the Christians. He 
had separated from James and 
John, and Andrew, and Philip and 
the rest. They had not done to 


suit him. He wished to deliver 


his Lord by the power of the 
sword, but had had to put up the 
sword and suffer reproof for his 
use of it; and so he_ separated 
himself from the company. 

Some men will not stay in the 
church unless the church will do 
their way, employ their weapons, 
adopt their methods. They go 
out of it, or if they stay in it, 
they act as if they were out of 
it—criticize it, condemn it, refuse 
to fellowship with it. 

Some years ago I met, in Chi- 
cago, a newspaper reporter. I 
did not spend three minutes with 


ac oe : him, but saw in so short a time 


lookers. 


that he was utterly godless and 
corrupt, As I walked away from 
he place of introduction I re- 
marked to the friend who had 
introduced us that this reporter 
seemed an abandoned man, and 
what was my surprise to have 
him answer, ‘Don’t you know his 
history? He used to preach the 
Gospel here; in fact he was 
pastor of one of our prominent 
churches, But the time came 
when he was on trial before his 
brethren for his behaviour, They 
condemned him and =e since that 
time he has soured against every- 
thing that wears the name 
Christian.” The trouble’ with 
him was not the church, nor the 
brethren of that council; but him- 
self. He was out of communion 
with Christians because he was 
out of communion with Christ. 
The man who follows Christ afar 
off soon finds fault with his 
brethren, and either comes back 
to Christ or goes out from them. 
When one is out of communion 
with Christ and with Christians, he 
is ready for the second step, or 
the second danger of distant fol- 
lowing. He is ready to be: 


In Evil Company 

Notice that is where Peter goes 
immediately. He is parted from 
Christ. He has separated him- 
self from Christians and he comes 
immediately into evil company. 

We find him in an unfriendly 
house. ‘Unto the priest’s palace.” 
The priest was the enemy of 
Jesus Christ, and his palace a 
house of poor atmosphere for a 
Christian, 

Dr. Theodore Cuyler says, ‘The 
fetid air of some railroad cars is 
poisonous to the lungs, Our souls 
have lungs also, and you cannot 
keep them in health while you 
are in evil atmosphere—an atmos- 
phere of hishonesty, of amuse- 
ment, of sensual passion—any 
atmosphere that puts conscience 
to sleep, or benumbs your moral 
sensibilities. Orange trees do not 
thrive in Labrador, or tube- 
roses in snow banks; and so we 


cannot hope to go into a godless 


house and breathe that atmosphere 
and yet grow in grace.” 


While I was pastor at Bloom- 
ington, Illinois, just a little 
distance from that city a man 
killed another man. The murder 
occurred in a corn field which 
covered about ten acres, Some 
time afterward the corn in the 
field died and dried up, and not 
one ear came to its maturity. 
The weeds in the fteld_ dried up 
in the same manner, and long 
before the autumn frosts the ten 
acres were brown and_e almost 
bare. Superstitious people thought 
the place was accursed, Without 
entering into that question, can 
we not say this, that the house 
in which Christ is crucified by the 
high priests of fashion, or evil 
passions, or infidelity, is a poor 
place into which to try to grow 
graces? There are a number of 
you backslidden in soul, practically 
given over to -.Satan, who will 
never be restored to former love 
and come into communion with 
Him whom you once named and 
into the sweet fellowship of the 
Church until. you separate your- 
self from the house in which you 
now live, where the very air is 
poisoned with an evil poison— 
putrid with the breath of Christ’s 
enemies. 


How can we expect to be faith- 


| ful to Christ while consorting with 


evil company? Goethe was right, 
“Tell me with whom thou dost 
company, and I will tell thee who 
thou art.” 


Some years ago a man confessed 
Christ in Minneapolis in my 
church. Shortly afterwards a 
deacon of mine was called to the 
courthouse on business, and when 
he arrived in the courtroom, he 
found a most sensational trial in 


‘process, with the usual contingent 


of loungers—lustful, leer-eyed on- 
As he glanced at this 
company in the back of thé room, 
he saw among them the man who 
had recently confessed Christ, and 
afterward he said to me that he 
questioned his sincerity, adding, 
“TJ think a Christian would hardly 
take pleasure in such company.” 
The old Scotch woman put _ it 
about right when, speaking of this 
experience’ of Peter’s, she said, 
“Ah; but Peter had nae business 
among the flunkies.” 

When “we get into evil company 


Lwe are likely to strike a level with 
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it, and we not only lower our 
reputation, but carry down char- 
acter as well. 

Years ago Samuel W. Allerton 
created a stir in Chicago by re- 
Signing from the Chicago Club, 
one of the first social organiza- 
tions of that city. He gave as his 
reason for withdrawing the prev- 
alence of public drinking at the 
club.. “The first thing you see,” 
said Mr, Allerton, “when you en- 
ter the club is the bar, and the 
first thing you hear is an invita- 
tion to drink. I prefer to belong 
to a club that has some other ex- 
cuse for its existence besides treat- 
ing.” Mr. Allerton vas not a 
religious man, but he saw the 
<yuth which many so-called Chris- 
tians would do well to remember, 
tor if reports are to be in the least 
credited, many American’ clubs 
are places where Christ is cruci- 
tied by every. assembly and the 
man who finds there such associ- 
ates as he craves is the one whose 
Christian character is likely to 
undergo just the change that came 
to Peter in his apostasy. Evil 
communications do more than-cor- 
rupt good manners; they lead men 
to practically deny the Christ in 
whom they professed to believe. 
Again, Peter was: 


Lacking in Courage 
He could not stand sneers. The 
moment that maid’ said, with 
Something of a sneer upon her 
lip, “Thou also wast with Jesus 
of Galilee” (Matt.. 26:69), Peter 
quailed before her face and denied 
before them all, saying, “I know 
“iot what thou sayest” (26:70). 
It is a strange circumstance 
that men are so much afraid of 
sneers. Great strong fellows who 
could face a cannon, who were 
willing to fight Germany and Aus- 
tria and Turkey, are frightened to 
death lest some. society maid 

should make fun of them. 


I believe that when the end of 
time comes it will be found that 
half the men in Hell were fright- 
ened out of their faith through 
dread of sarcasm and sneer. There 
are not a few who seem to be con- 
stituted much as was the Irish 
soldier who was always boasting 
cf his bravery when no danger 
was near, but who invariably re- 
treated without orders at the first 
charge of the enemy. One day 
when an officer asked him why 
he did this, he replied, “Captain, 
I have as brave a heart as iver 
bate in the brist of Julius Caesar; 
but sumhow or ather, whiniver 
danger approaches, my cowardly 
1egs will run away with it.” “The 
fear of man bringeth a_- snare” 
(Prov. 29:25). 


Peter paled at possible persecu- 
tion. He saw what was coming 
to his Master. He said mentally, 
“If I admit having been with 
vesus of Galilee, a like suffering 
may come.to me,” and so, he 
thought to sav® himself through 
falsehood. The times upon which 
we have fallen are so easy that 
we can scarcely conceive what 
»ravery was required to confess 
Christ when, to do so, meant cer- 
tain persecution. And yet there 
are people in the world today who 
can appreciate just Peter’s situa- 
tion. 


My friend, Dr. Carlin, formerly 
of China, wrote about a young 
woman who had come to him in 
zreat heaviness of heart and ask- 
ed if she could be saved without 
baptism. When he inquired why 
she wished to escape baptism, 
she replied, “My husband is a 
eraduate of the first degree, a 
candidate for official orders, and 
he opposes my being baptized be- 
cause he thinks that if I become 
a Christian it will defeat his elec- 
tion.” Carlin said, “Should this 
woman ,disobey her husband in 
this, most probably he and all his 
people and her people would beat 
her and drive her from,home; and 
& women driven off by her hus- 
band in China is disowned by all 
her relations and regarded as a 
disgraceful criminal, for whom 
there can be no pardon. And yet,” 
said Carlin, “I believe this woman 
will pay the price and _ publicly 
confess her faith in Jesus.” 

Oh, how contemptible our 
American cowardice seems before 
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such a report! The most that 
anyone endures in this country is 
sarcasm, sneer, social ostracism; 
and for the sneers of the unbe- 
‘ieving he receives in exchange 
tie sympathies of Christians; for 
the sarcasm of the thoughtless, 
the love of the thoughtful; for the 
ostracism from godless society, 
admittance into the best social 
circle this side of Héaven: and 
yet men play the coward and fail 
‘vom want of courage. 


Petér may also have feared that 
ceath would come to him did he 
own Jesus as Lord. Already the 
process of condemnation for Christ 
Was going on. Why think it 
would be less evil for His disci- 
ples? It may have been the fear 
ct death that deterred. But there 
are many things more to be fear- 
ed than death. Our Cuban neigh- 
hours in days of Spanish rule used 
‘0 illustrate daily that they ‘pre- 
ferred death to slavery; and death 
for Christ’s sake is infinitely to 
re preferred to life in Satan's 
service. 


You have seen the picture en- 
titled, “The Last Prayer.” The 
splendid galleries of the Roman 
Coliseum sweep around a great 
circle. Within this circle, but to 
one side of it, is a group of twen- 
ty or thirty men and women, all 
bowed, save one, who stands 
speaking to the others, comfort- 
ing them and stimulating them to 
the courage needful to the. last 
hour. 


Out from the cave—opening the 
circle into an underground den— 
cne lion has emerged and the head 
of a second can be seen. Each of 
these ferocious beasts have turned 
burning eyes upon the group of 
praying Christians, and the pic- 
ture speaks its own story. An 
hour more and the spattered 
blood and scattered bones will 
tell another tale of Christian 
martyrs. You remember, _ it 
is said that when they built 
this Coliseum, a Grecian arch- 
itect designed it, and on the day 
of its first opening the Roman 
Emperor thought to honour the 
architect by tossing Christians in- 
to the arena and loosing upon 
them the hungry lions. The archi- 
tect witnessed their bloody work 
in silence for a few seconds, then 
he arose from his seat and shout- 
ed above the roar of the beasts, 
and the moaning of the martyrs, 
and the cheers and shouts of the 
gloating crowd, “I, too, am a 
Christian!” 

He knew that it meant death. to 
So declare himself; but we prefer- 
red to die, than, by his silence, 
deny his Lord. What has become 
of Christian courage? We who 
are» frightened at a shadow, at 
a sneer, at a possible scoff, who 
are paralyzed by the promised op- 
position of Satan, can we be 
Saved? 

I tell you, men and women, sis- 
ters and brethren, that if you; 
would be Christ’s, courage must be 
exercised and cowardice set aside 
once for all. We must be able to 
say with Paul, “I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ,” and with 
John we must follow Him to the 
very place of trial, and stand with 
Him through every needful ordeal. 
So long as shadows make us 
afraid; so long as ‘sneers silence 
us; so long as scoffs seak our lips; 
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so long as Satan can so paralyze 
us that we cannot put up a hand, 
or stand é¢rect for Christ’s sake, 
we cannot be saved. It is not rais- 
ing a hand that saves a man; it 
is not standing up to request 
prayer that saves a man: but the 
man who cannot raise his hand, 
nor yet bring himself to rise for 


Christ’s sake, is under Satan’s 
power and is unsaved! 
Now, before I have finished, 


let me say one thing more: 


Peter Repented and Was 
Restored 

He saw his mistake! ‘Then be- 
gan he to curse and to swear, say- 
ing, I know not the man. And im- 
mediately the cock crew. And 
Peter remembered the word of 
Jesus, which said unto him, Be- 
fore the cock crow, thou shalt de- 
ny me thrice. And he went out 
and wept bitterly” (Matt. 26: 
74, 75). 

Some men never see their mis- 
takes. They may have denied Christ 
in’ word, or in deed, or in both; 


yet they don’t see their mistake. 


They defend their action, They 


say, “What we did was all right.” 


For such there is no salvation. 


One must see his mistake. before 


he can sorrow over it. Peter must 
remember the words of Jesus be- 
fore he weeps. It was the memory 
of those words that melted his 
soul, that humbled him to _ the 
dust. 

Oné of the most telling’ pictures 
I ever saw is that panorama, 
“Jerusalem on the Dav of the Cru- 


cifixion.” In Chicago I once went 


into the building where it was 
exhibited, and taking my chair and 
moving from place to place, I 
studied it a whole afternoon. 
Every figure was a study worthy 
as much time. Among the men 
I saw, most profoundly did the 
picture of Peter impress me! He 
was represented by the artist as

being distant from the cross in 
the cleft of some rocks, his head 
bowed, scarcely lifing his eyes to 
look on the Son of Man; but as 
you studied him, he seemed more 
and more alive; and imagination 
helped my eyes to see the swelling 
of his bosom, and my ears to hear 
the sob from 1's heart as he saw on 
the cross Him whom he loved and 
yet whom he had denied with 
cursing. 

Poor Peter! He must have felt 
that day that his apostasy had 
cost him his soul. He had not 
even the faith to expect what the 
crucified robber asked—that his 
Saviour might remember him 
when He came into His kingdom. 
He supposed it all over and his 
salvation lost. He was humbled 
to the dust. He was heart- 
broken. He was hopeless. Good 
condition for one who has denied’his 
Lord! Repentance precedes resto- 
ration and is the only promise of 
it. God sees every soul sorrowing 
for sin and knows whether the 
repentance is genuine, 

William Dawson once told a 
story of a little lad who was used 
to Methodist ways, and who went 
home from a revival meeting to 
say to his mother, ‘Mother, John 


So-and-So is under conviction and-+ 


seeking for salvation, but he won’t 
find it tonight.” 

“Why, William?” 

“Because he is only down on one 
knee, Mother; and he will never 
be saved until he gets on both.” 

God knows when a man gets on 
both knees. The other day the 
Salvation Army stood on our 
street, speaking to the unbelieving 
people who had assembled about 
them. When they had finished 
their address, one said, “Is there 
someone here who will seek Jesus 
now?” Out of the audience there 
came a strong, young man from 
whose eyes tears were freely flow- 
ing, and going out into the midst 
of the little Salvation Army group, 
he reverently bowed in the street, 
and they knelt with him in the 
dust. The report came back to 
me that another was saved, and I 
believed it. 

When the risen Christ shall send 
a message to His disciples at the 
lips of an angel, this is what He 
shall say to Mary, “Go your way, 
tell his disciples, and Peter” (Mark 
16:7). “And Peter!” — Blessed 
word! Repentent Peter is to be 
restored—“that he goeth before 
you, unto Galilee. There shall ye 
see him.” 

Oh, can it be possible that the 
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backslidden is to have such a 
sweet message; is to have his 
name called in particular; is to be 
told not to despair, but to hope 
instead; that he is to be singled 
out above all others with a special 
invitation? It is so! And if you 
be here tonight, my brother, my 
sister, in a_ backslidden state, 
having denied your Lord, having 
deserted Him in His hour of need, 
do not suppose that He has cast 
you off forever. He knows if you 
sorrow over that sin. The tears 
of your repentance He has bottled 
up and put forever before His 
vision. The cries for pardon He 
has caused to be recorded; and 
He will do for you what He did for 
Peter. 

He saved Peter out of his sin, 
and oh, what an apostle He made 
of Peter when once He had saved 
him! Think of the day of Pente- 
cost when the people from every 
nation were in Jerusalem; when 
the same mob that had sought the 
life of the Lord and had taken it 
were surging in the streets of the 
city, and some one of the little 
company must be.put forth to 
preach! 

Peter offers himself! There 
might have been disciples who 
said, “No, no; let not Peter speak. 
He followed afar off.’ There 
might have been disciples who 
said, “No; let not Peter speak. He 
went unto the high priest’s house, 
and on the porch thereof he got 
into evil company, and_ with 
cursing and swearing he denied 
Christ, playing traitor and coward! 
No; he’ll never have the courage 
to face the crowd of this day, It 
takes a man of courage to tell 
this people that they have cruci- 
fied Christ, the Lord of = Light. 
Let not Peter attempt it. He will 
disappoint us. He will be hooted 
down. He will play coward and 
will deny again!” 

But whom the Lord restores is 
restored; and upon whom the 
Spirit of God comes, courage 
comes; and on that day of Pente- 
cost Peter was the man who was 
willing to stand before the sneers 
of the thousands; who was willing 
to be scoffed at, if they please; but 
who was able to face all frowns, 
to put every fear under his feet; 
to charge Judaism with having 
crucified the Christ; to invite, if 
they pleased, his own exaltation to 


the cross! Yes, the backslider can 
be restored!

Emil Aanderud 


When Emil Aanderud was just 
a boy he heard the famous Blue 
Steele Orchestra on the radio.

He thought the music so 
beautiful and he envied the mem- 
bers of the band who must surely, 
he thought, be the happiest men 
in the world. He secured a trum- 
pet and began practicing several 
hours a day, determined he would 
some day play with that very 
band. 


He had _— ability and he 
worked hard. When he was fif- 
teen he began winning state 
championship contests. After his 
graduation from high school he 
easily secured a job with a small 
dance band. He played so well 
that he soon received a call from 
a larger and better known band. 
Then another and larger. band 
than the second. Finally, after 
several -years, he received a call 
from Blue Steele himself to join 
the very band he had set as his 
goal! Emil had “arrived.” He 
thought, “Now that I have realized 
my life’s ambition, the joybells 
will surely ring in my heart.” 
But Emil was keenly disap- 
pointed. In spite of the fact that 
he lived in the best hotels and 
ate the finest foods; although he 
worked in America’s swankiest 
night clubs and sometimes: played 
to vast audiences of over eight 
thousand people — he was miser- 
ably unhappy. There were no 
joybells in his heart. The glamor- 
ous girl singer was really cheap 
and tawdy; the men were dope- 
users, drunkards and adulterous. 
They spoke of ruining a girl as 
carelessly as Emil spoke of eat- 
ing lunch.

If. The World Cannot Last 


Even if the world could satisfy, 
this satisfaction could not last for 
“what is your life? It is even 
a vapour, that appeareth for a 
little time, and then vanisheth 
away” (James 4:14). Even if 
you could gain the whole world 
and it could satisfy every longing 
of your heart, it could not satisfy 
you very long because — bluntly 
— you aren’t going to be in this 
world very long! 

First Peter 1:24 reminds us 
that “all flesh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the flower of 
grass.

You will get a better idea of the 
previty of your future life on 
earth if you will notice how fast 
time has flown since you were a 
baby.

Today I can eat any- 
thing I want at any hour of the 
day or night and it seems to agree 
with me. I can fly my plane a 
thousand miles in one day and 
still feel like preaching that night. 
Usually I run up hotel stairs just 
for the fun of it rather’ than 
bothering to take the elevator. 
Ang it is next to impossible for 
me to believe that the day will 
come when my hair will be gray, 
I will need to wear eyeglasses, 
must. watch my diet, get my rest 
and walk slowly with stooped 
shoulders. Then this body will be 
cold in death, these eyes will be 
closed, these fingers stilled — this 
body buried. It is hard for me 
to realize; yet I know it will hap- 
pen. And if the future years pass 
as swiftly as the past ones have 
done, I am as good as buried right 
now!

Then came the day when the 
mighty king died.

The nobles of his 
court felt so great a king should 
be buried in some majestic man- 
ner befitting his rank. Instead 
of burying him in a coffin they 
constructed a small room with 2 
beautiful throne on a dais. On 
this throne they placed the body 
of the dead monarch, dressed in 
a magnificent purple robe. On 
his head they placed a_ golden 
crown, set with precious stones. 
In his right hand they tied a 
sceptre. On the forefinger of 
his left hand they placed the great 
ring bearing the seal of state. In 
the left hand they also placed a 
scroll on which was written a his- 
tory of battles won by the dead 
king and various verses of Scrip- 
ture from the New. Testament. 
Then the room was sealed. 

Centuries passed, according to 
the legend, and then one day dur- 
ing the first world war some 
American soldiers marched into 
the French town of Aix I’ Chapel 
and heard the story of the strange 
burial of the mighty king. Filled 
with curiosity, the | Doughboys 
sought out the burial chamber 
and forced open the sealed door. 

They stared in amazement at 
the sight before their eyes! 

The body had long since turned 
to dust which, with the bones, lay 
in a heap on the seat of the 
throne on the crumpled shreds of 
the purple robe.
